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5. Particulars of commission and agents! charges and expenses of management 
in each of the last four years are showm in Table 3. These items are distr- 
ibuted over the six groups of insurance indicated in Table 2 in accordance 
with an allocation made by the insurance companies. The contribution to 
fire brigades is levied on premiums in respect of firo risks. Investment 
income, shown in Table 1, is not distributed among the groups.
